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Man details claim that father shot JFK 



CIA labels 
latest theory 
as ‘ludicrous’

DALLAS. — As promised, a 29- 
year-old man from Midland, Texas, 
Monday sketched an account of how 
his father fired the shots that killed 
President John F. Kennedy in Dal- 
las on Nov. 22, 1963. 

Roscoe A. White carried out the 
assassination on orders from a U.S. 
agency, probably the CIA, his son 
said. 

But the newest assassination sus- 
pect has been dead 18 years, the 
diary in which he supposedly admit- 
ted the crime is missing, his wife is 
too sick to respond to media ques- 
tions and private investigators re- 
fused to release the names of doz- 
ens of witnesses they say were 
killed to cover-up the conspiracy. 

The CIA issued an unusually 
strong rebuttal to White’s claims. 

“These allegations — that this 
was done' on CIA orders, that this 
guy worked for us and that CIA, had 
any role in the assassination of 
President Kennedy — are ludi- 
crous,” CIA spokesman Mark Mans- 
field said in Washington. 

White’s son, Kicky, 'and more 
than half a do?en others presented 
the assassination claim at a news 
conference at the JFK Assassina- 
tion Information Center in Dallas.

White, who was hired by the Dallas 
Police Department as a photogra- 
pher and clerk two months before 
the assassination. The theory pre- 
sented at the center states that: 

■ White, a former Marine who 
knew Lee Harvey Oswald, fired sev- 
eral shots from the grassy knoll at 
the presidential motorcade on Nov. 
22, 1963. One shot hit Kennedy in 
the throat and another, the fatal 
shot, struck him in the head. White 
also killed Officer J.D. Tippit when 
the patrolman threatened to take 
White and Oswald to police head- 
quarters for questioning. 

■ Two other assassins, code- 
named “Lebanon” and “Saul,” fired 
four shots from the Texas School

Diary revealed plot, son says 

Book Depository and the Dallas 
County Records Building. The iden- 
tities of the two men are not known. 

■ Oswald, who was identified as 
the lone assassin by the Wairen 
Commission report in 1964, never 
fired a shot. 

■ Geneva White, Roscoe White’s 
wife, overheard her husband plot- 
ting the assassination with Jack 
Ruby. Ruby and White discussed 
plans to kill Oswald on national tele- 
vision during the extensive media 
coverage after the assassination. 
Geneva White agreed to four ses- 
sions of electro-shock therapy to 
erase the memoiy of the meetings 
from her mind and save the lives of 
herself and her family. 



■ White was under oixlers of gov- 
ernment organizations, most proba- 
bly the CIA, to assassinate Kennedy 
“to eliminate a national security 
threat to worldwide peace.” 

■ A book owned by White lists 
several dozen people in a “witness 
elimination list.” At least two dozen 
of those in the book are now dead. 

■ White was killed under “myste- 
rious circumstances” in an industri- 
al accident in 1971. Ricky White said 
he believed his father was killed for 
tiying to sever his ties with U.S. in- 
telligence operations. 

Kicky White told reporters at the 
news conference that he loved his 
father but wanted to expose the 
government forces that covered up. 
the facts of the assassination. 

He said he learned about his fa- 
ther’s role in the assassination from 
a diary that he found in 1982. But 
when he took the diaiy to the FBI in 
1988, Ricky White said, he was 
friglitened by five hours of intense 
questioning. 

After White returned home with 
the diary. Midland FBI Agent Tom 
Ferns asked to retrieve his FBI 
notebook from the box containing 
the diary. Later, White said, he dis- 
covered that the diaiy was missing. 

White would not speculate on his 
father’s motives, but said that since 
he had discovered the diaiy in 1982, 
the knowledge had been “eating me 
apart.” 

“I don’t think of him as a bad per- 
son,” White said. “He was an indi- 
vidual 1 loved and deeply admired. 
He was told by our goveniment to 
do something. . . . You don’t ques- 
tion the government.”
